His siici i ss as an i ili- 
tor ami newspaper iiiatia^c-r was as- 
sured from tile llrtit, and by his fair 
dealing aud the masterful manner In 
which he discussed every question 

of interest to tlie pilhlie. he sooti es- 
tablisbeil an enviable position for bis 
paper, which he maintained throiiKli- 
ont his conspicuous career at Its lieail 

He foimbt Huccessfiilly throimb the 
columns ol The LedKer for free inrii- 
I'iki'H In Mason couuty; aided in 
hiiiiding the C. O. railway; was on 
III! btiilding committee that enniiil 
III.' ilrst tobacco wareboune in the 
I'^isi liihl, ami was the original owner 
III the Maysvilie Telephone Company's 
franchise. He alwaya stood at the 
front when it came to pushing Mays- 
ville's interests. 

On January 7, IXOS, .Mr. Davis mar- 
ried Miss L«vinna Virginia Martin, 
iind while no children were born to 

bless this llliiiill, his hiillie life w:is as 
sweet, as mild uml as beuutifnl as bis 
business and professional career was 
rugged, forceful and brilliant. .Mrs. 
Davis died three years ago and Mr. 
Davis never fully recovered from her 
death.

Mr. Davta waa a public spirited , 
citizen in every sense of the word and 
ever took a prominent part in every- 
thlnn fill' the advaiiceinent of .\tayH- 
viile. lie was postmaster under 
President Harrison, and under Ills 
administration the Orst carrier serv- 
ice waa Inaugurated. 

He also served the Fedi ral govern- 
ment as Collector of Internal Ueve- 
nue, and during his terra the eill- 
ciency of that oAoe was greatly m- 
r I eased.

GUARDING MEAT FROM HEAT 

A Few Simple Precautions For the 
Housewife Who Does Not 
Want Her SuppliM 
To Spoil.

For many I'iimilirs ,i refrigera- 
tor is obviously out ot the ques- 
tion, hut it is |M i lijips hetter to 
III) I't i'li'^enilor iit nil tluni a 
iiefjiei icil one. .Merely to wash it 
out oeeasiotiiilly dues little pioil' 
it. should he thoroughly scalded 
at fre(iuent int»'PV)ils. in pnrticMlav 
the drain. 'I'liis, il (ixci ldokt il, is 
apt to harbor iuny;i)us ki'c'^mIis. 
which may spread to tiie food. On 
one occasion a man applied to the 
Department of Aprpieulture be- 
oause he bad found that a joint of 
beef placed in his refriK»'ialor had 
tlinied a peeuliar bri(fht red 
Upon examination it was ascer- 
tained that the meat was covered 
with a peculiar riintroiis irrowtli 
due entirely lo the eondilion of 
tile refri>;eral(ir. (Irowths of lliis 
kind do not always advertise 
themselves so prominently and 
tliere may \'r iiiiicli e\il in an ice 
hon that llle eye ean not detect. 

If the refrijreralor drain is not 
thoroughly cleaned, moreover, it 
is likely to become chocked, the 
water is not carried otV iinicUl.v 
ojiough and little pools are left 
standing in the interior. Damp- 
ness is one of the conditions most 
favorable to bacterial growth. An 
ice l><)\ ill this state will not pro- 
tt'i't food long. It is, in fact, a 
wise precMiilion lo wipe the inter- 
ior of a refrigerator every day 
with a dry clotli. 

The temperatuie of tin- averat?'" 
I't f i-ip'rator is iiitrher than most 
persons snpiio.se. iiiul in those 
households where a regular supply 
of ice is not obtainable, a cool cel- 
lar, a Kpi'intr house or the defttlis 
of a Well may scrvt- somewhat the 
aaiae purpose. On fanii>: where 
tlitire is an ice house, tlie meat may 
be placed in some form of closed 
retainer and liiirieil in the ice. In 
any event, the nn-al must he care- 
fully screened from Hies. Th« 
danger from infection from these 
pests has been pointed out man\ 
times, lint faiiiili.irily hreeds enn- 
leiiipl iind lliey still persist. The 
lly not only does tlie meal itself 
no good but it may readily depos 
it npon it some infection, which is 
lanied in turn hy the meat into 
ihe human .system. Some Hies will 
deposit their et,'«s on the meat and 
these in a short time wiU become 
maggots and the meat is "fly- 
Mown.'* 

.Mtich sickness that i.^ |MipulflHly 
luei iited to ptoiaaiue poisonint; or 
tc* bad food in general is really 
ohuspd in aome such way as this, 
the food, in Unelf M. ifectly whole- 
some, acting m^lel_^ as a mi'chan- 
ieal caiTier lor the "jrerms'" 
which cause the trouble. Some of 
thete sorts come from the human 
intestine and tli -ir preKenee is a 
sure indication that lillth is pre- 
bent, even if (he imionni is too 
femtUl to be seen. Filth of this 
kin4 may be carried by dust, but 
it nu)re often comes from soiled 
liaiids. One minhl wish that 
every kitchen eouM have the siifii 
fuiuid in some well-managed food 
factories— "When you leave the 
room for .'iny i)nrpose, wash your 
hands before y<ni return to work." 

••(ielllis' which (.'row in fond^ 

and eause illness grow very rap 
i«Uy. partieularly if the food is a 
1,1 tie wiirm. and are not destroy- 
ed unl<»« the food Is well cooked 
bef»>re serviiijr Simply "warm 
ing up" is not enough, us was 
found lo a esse of illness reoent- 
ly r. poiied after estiug some 
wurmed lip creamed vegetables. 
( erlain kinds of \'>>iu\ rx A-.iwA 
cbiekeu. or custard, or warm ve^c 
tables, for eaample— are excellent 
culture mediiuus for baeterlil 
which may have Iwen inlrodue^d 
t)>m Ifv •ecidaot. For ibit^ 



rVasoii it is a safe rule to have as 
short a lime as |)osNihle intervene 
hetweeli tlif pi cpa I a t ion of food 
and its consumption, liruth is 
another excellent medium and in 
( onseiineiice should be drained o!T 
if it is intended to keep the meat 
for any leniith of time before 
serving. If the broth is used also, 
it should be boiled before serviuf;. 
.Ml food, cooked or uncooked 
should be kept in a clean, cool 
place in order to reduce the daii- 
Kgr of infection to a minimum. 

When meat mnst for any rea.son 
he kei)t I'm- niuisiially ioii},' peii- 
o<ls of time or when the conditions 
are unusunlly unfavorable, scald- 
ing nuiy be resorted to advanta- 
Keotislw l)ro|>piug the meat into 
hoilinjj walei- for a few minutes 
v.ill not .sei'ionsly nffect its llavor 
V. hen il idtimately appears upon 
the table, and it will put it in a 
much better condition tor keeping. 
Il is important, however, that it 
lie dipped in a lart;e hody of boil- 
ing water. If only a snnill iimoiniJ 
ol water is used, the introduction 
<d" the meat will lower the temper- 
ature (o sncli an extent that the 
whole process becomes worthless 
With siu'li meats as veal or pork, 
which are always — or ought to be 
— thoroughly done, the precau- 
tion can 111' carried further and the 
.|oints ii.iitially cooked before be- 
ing sloi'cd away, ("are should he 
taken, however, to see that the 
reeooking is thoroughly done. 

Hot wiallier also calls lor ail 
ditional precautions on the part 
of the housewife in regard to 
canned products. Once these have 
Iieeii opened aud exposed to the 
.lir. liny spoil a>^ (|uiekly if not 
more tpiiekiy- than fresh food. 
The contents of a can shoubl 
therefore be disposed of without 
deliiy. In no event should they 
he left in the can after it has lieen 
opened, but sliould he used at (Uice 
unless the hou.sekeeper wishes to 
"air" the canned nmterial, which 
souu' believe is desirable. If this 
is done, the can contents should 
be transferred lo a clean earthen 
or glass dish and put away for 
an hour or two in a cool place 
where dtist will not reach it.
